that the gallery rail be kept free, as 
it is a sacred part of the senate and is 
not to be touched with profane hands 
or elbows. 
Heretofore the doorkeepers 
have drowsed through the dreary de­ 
bates, but they are now required to 
keep a watchful eye upon all people In 
the galleries.

comment was made upon Ii is integri­ 
ty 
At the same time favorable re- 
! port was made upon the standing and 
[credibility of other men connected 
with the promotion of this company 
and the parent company. 


This committee’s report and recom­ 
mendation to the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, while not binding in any re­ 
spect on anyone, will, as I under­ 
stand it, eventually have some bear­ 
ing upon the procedure to be taken 
with reference to t Ii is railroad com­ 
ing into Brainerd. 


It also appears from the reports 
made by the committee th a t the nec­ 
essity of the construction of such a 
railroad is material to the future de­ 
velopment of the city of Brainerd and 
the surrounding county, and it must 
be apparent to everyone that there 
is no other proposed railroad of any 
kind that could be made that would 
pen us as vast a territory and be of as 
great benefit to the city of Brainerd 
as such a line as we propose. 


In view of all that has been said and 
done and in view of all that is said 
in this communication, I ask that the 
Chamber of Commerce at this time 
mane a recommendation to the prob- 
°ble investors in this corporation to 
the extent that the feasibility of th • 
railroad ai u the integrity of tic peo­ 
ple back of it are such that the same 
can be recommended, and th at f u rth ­ 
er, the question as to their invest­ 
ment in such railroad be left to the 
judgm ent of each aud ev jry one who 
may seek to subscribe to its capital 
stock; and that this Chamber of Com­ 
merce recommend to investors am? 
purchasers of its capital stock that
